He is certainly the proverbial “Wild and Crazy Guy” - hence the nickname 
“Crackers” which in British lingo means just that. At 22-years-old and one of the 
youngest 500cc MX World Champions ever, England’s Graham Noyce certainly has 
the right to act a little crazy when he wants to. Going into this past season’s 500cc 
Championship, Graham had to be considered the long shot behind veterans 
Mikkola, DeCoster and Lackey. Fate, desire, skill, good luck and bad luck all tum- 
bled into the proper perspectives for Noyce to emerge as the new champion. 














Unfortunately for American fans, the United States 500cc Grand Prix at 
Carlsbad was the only opportunity all year to see Graham in action as he picked off 
a second overall with strong, but not spectacular rides. He was trying to protect his 


points lead at the time. 


Because of the limited opportunity to meet up with Graham, I was happy to run 
across him in November when he and mechanic Bill Buchka were in the States bet- 


ween testing sessions with Honda of Japan. 


I first asked Graham to give a brief rundown of his early racing career, since most 


of us don't know much about him. 

“I started racing when I was 10-years- 
old. School Boy sport they call it in 
England. It was on a one-two:five BSA 
Bantam. That I rode up to when I was 
16. Then I went up to a 250cc 
machine which was a Montesa. I just 
went on racing from then to Inter- 
national races when I turned 18. 

“My first sponsorship was on Rick- 
mans for two years. Then I changed to 
Maico, riding for the British importer 
Bryan Goss. He was a real good guy to 
ride for and I was with him for just 
under a year when the Maico factory 
came up with a contract for me which 
was real good. I rode for the factory 
during "76 and "77 and then in "78 I 
changed to Honda and have been 
there ever since. 

“In the meantime ľve been the 
British National Champion since 
1976, which is four years now. I almost 
won it in "75 when it went right to the 
final moto of the series. I was leading 
the moto when I crashed into a tree 
and broke my collarbone. Otherwise, I 
would have five British Champion- 
ships. That was just about the best 
Championship we had, there were three 
guys runnin’ for the title. It was me 
and Vic Allen and Vic Eastwood, two 
real old guys.” 

Describe for us your first World 
Championship year with Honda, 
which was 1978. 

“I was real enthusiastic and everything 
was going good at the beginning of the 
season, but then we had some 
mechanical problems and lost a bit of 
morale and drive towards the middle 
of the season. I picked it up towards 
the end of the season and got seventh 
in the World Championship. And, of 
course, I won the British Champion- 
ship in the fall. 

“It was a disappointing season, really 
and I knew I could do better with the 
bike, but things just weren't going right 
for me.” 

What accounted for your dramatic 
change in riding and winning bet- 
ween the 1978 season and 1979? 

“I had a good Trans-AMA ride in "78. 


` I got third overall and that really gave 


me a lot of confidence for "79. I like 
riding in the Trans-AMA and the bike 
was running well. Then we tested new 
bikes and things were goin’ real well. 

“I got Bill Buchka as my new 
mechanic and he really helps me a 
helleva lot. Not just on the track, but 
off the track, the training and one 
thing and another. He's really a good 
guy to talk to. That's helped me a 
helleva lot. 

“I got smarter, I guess. I began 
thinking about many things like get- 
ting good results and making fewer 
and fewer mistakes. Things came 
together.” 

What were your thoughts when your 
toughest competitors in the 500cc 
class, previous champions Heikki 
Mikkola and Roger DeCoster, were 
injured before the 1979 World 
Championship even got underway? 
“Tt was a bit bad for Heikki to get hurt 
so bad. And Roger broke his collar 
bone. I don't think that hurt Roger so 
bad, but it made a dent in his morale a 
little bit. 

“Before Heikki had broken his leg I 
had beaten him in a big International 
MX in Holland, anyway, and I 
thought I was in with a good chance 
for the Championship. We hadn't seen 
Brad Lackey yet and Brad was an 
unknown quantity at the time. 

“I had raced against all the other 
guys; Heikki, Gerrit Wolsink, Gerard 


Rond, Hakan Andersson, Herbert 
Schmitz, all those guys at the Inter- 
national and beat them. We felt pretty 
good after that race. 


“Then Heikki broke his leg, Roger 
got hurt and Brad was having trouble 
with the new Kawasaki Uni-Trak. We 
were running pretty well and winning 
quite a bit. Andre Malherbe was run- 
ning good, too, so the whole Honda 
effort was going well. 

“Then it was the first GP when 
everyone got together. I really hadn't 
seen Brad before then, so we were just 
meeting up for the first time and it 
went from there. 

“It wasn't smooth and easy. GP's 
never are, but it was a good season. I 
enjoyed it. I think people saw good 
races in the GP’s, they hadn't for a 
long time. There’s a lot of different 
guys up there every week. Malherbe, 
Jean Bruno, Roger, Heikki, myself, 
Brad, Schmitz, Ivan Van den Broeck 
all won a moto. There's more guys 
runnin' up the front then there has 
been for the last couple of years.” 
What are your prospects for the 1980 
season? Do you think it will be dif- 
ficult to retain your Championship? 
“It is difficult to say this early. Heikki 
is retired - we've heard officially. We 
don't know what exactly DeCoster is 
going to do, whether he is riding next 
year for Honda or is going to just serve 
as team manager. I think Brad will 
have his Kawasaki sorted out and it 
will be a good year for him. Malherbe 
is running well at the moment. Hakan 
Carlqvist is on a new machine, 
Yamaha, coming into the 500cc class. 
We don’t know anything about him at 
the moment except that he's good. It's 
all down to the first of the year to wait 
and see at the first couple of Inter- 
nationals. 

“Malhere suffered a pretty clean 
break in his wrist during the Trans; 
USA Series and he should be back 
riding by the end of the year. We plan 
to be back in Japan in January to test 
the new Hondas.” 

Is Honda going to be bringing out 
anything new and different for you 
next year? 

“Yes, You know the Japanese always 
have something different that they 
keep in Japan itself. They don't even 
let it outside Japan. So you see real 
different things when you go there. 

“We've got a couple of new things 
we're going to run on the bike and I 
think they're going to be real good. I 
don't think there can be any disap- 
pointment over what we've got now. 
So I think it’s going to be an advantage 
for us. 

“Tm still going to stay with the big 
engine though, I like the 450cc. When 
I first rode for Maico I went straight 
for the 440cc bike and everyone said I 
was crazy to ride a big motor. But ľve 
always been a big bike rider and don’t 
think I'll ever change back to less 
power than I already have.” 

Noyce's prospects for retaining the 
500cc World Championship for Hon- 
da in 1980 certainly look good, par- 
ticularly with Bill Buchka providing 
that good old Colonial mechanical 
skill to keep the Japanese rocket with 
the Limey pilot running down the 
track in the right direction without 
any expected problems. Though 
Graham wouldn't go into any details 
about the new Honda he will ride next 
year, you can bet that Honda will no 
longer be taking second row to the 
inovative suspension designs now being 


run by Yamaha and Kawasaki. . .... .

Blose blows away 
DeAnza MX

SUNNYMEAD, CA, NOV. 18 

With most southern California 
MX fanatics sleeping in the 
morning after the Anaheim MX 
Finals it was a light turnout at 
DeAnza Cycle Park, but 11 250cc were 
enough to have an exciting race. 
Arizona’s Chappy Blose came out with 
two Bosch spark plug powered Uni- 
Trak Kawasakis and went home with 
the top money in the 125 as well as the 
250cc class. 

In the first 250cc moto, however, he 
was behind Craig Gormley (Yam) and 
Keith Williamson (Yam) for most of 
the race. Gormley managed to build a 
strong lead while Blose wrestled with 
Williamson and he kept that lead 
through out the moto. In the final 
laps, Blose gained’ slightly on the 
leader, having gotten around 
Williamson, but it was not enough and 
the moto went to Gormley. 

In the second round, Gormley was 
again on top, but this time with Blose 
right on his tail. The two of them were 
never more than a few feet apart for 
the next 10 laps, with Blose unable to 
find any lines that were faster than 
Gormley’s. It wasn’t until they got into 
lapped traffic that Blose took control. 
He went on to win the race with 
Gormley in second and Williamson 
again third. 

In the 125cc Pro class, Blose had no 
trouble in taking a double win. 
Warren Bell (Suz) was a distant second 
in both races ahead of Dave Coyle. 


The Open class also had a good race 
between Dave Faltz (Mai) and Eddie 
Michetti (Mai). Michetti was in 
command of the first moto by a good 
margin when he stalled his bike at the 
halfway point. He restarted in time to 
save second place, but Faltz was long

Michetti was again in front of the 
next round, but Faltz was much closer 
this time and was able to take the lead 
after a few laps. A short time later, 
Michetti dropped out of the race with 
bike trouble and gave second to Gibbs. 

In the 250cc Intermediate class it 
was Ken Miller (Yam) taking the win 
after some close dicing with Mark 
Branch. Branch had to be satisfied 
with runner-up in both motos while 
Randy Wilson was third.

1186 ride 
California 1000 
tour

LOS ANGELES, CA, NOV. 2-4 

The Helpin’ Hands Motorcycle 
Club sponsored another success- 
ful California 1000 Road Tour, 
thanks to the many people who 
helped out, and the many enthusiasts 
who rode through a little rain, a little 
wind, a few dust storms, and a lot of 
clean, clear air to complete their run. 

Sign-ins started at midnight on 
Friday, Nov. 2 with the Valleymen 
Motorcycle Club manning the pencils 
and paper. About 700 riders lined up 
for almost a block starting from the 
sign-in table at Main and Adams in 
downtown Los Angeles. Eva Reynolds 
and Louise White headed up the sign- 
in table and did a superb job. Jim 
Bronder handled crowd control with 
the bullhorn, and finally the riders 
were ready to head toward their first 
checkpoint. 

Soon the night air was vibrating 
with the exhausts of those large 
touring machines as they headed north 
on Main St. under clear skies and a 
full moon to their first error on the 
map — which said 25th St. instead of 
23rd St. Some riders circled the block 
and were directed by Jim to the right 
street and others instinctively took the 








correct turn and were on their way 
once more. A thousand miles lay 
ahead and not one rider knew where 
he was finally going to end up on 
Sunday night. As the hours passed by, 
more riders trickled into the 
motorcycle shop that has played host 
to the California 1000 and 500 since 
1972 when Dick Hutchins first decided 
that his efforts would go into 
promoting road tours of this caliber 
instead of events such as the “Death 
Valley Tour” which he hosted for 
many years. Dick is the owner of Rich 
Budelier Co. in Los Angeles. By 8:00 
a.m. 1186 riders had signed in for the 
tour, all seeking that finishing pin that 
signifies “I made it!” 

The first checkpoint was 115 miles 
away, through the small town of 
Sunland, through Little Tujunga 
Canyon, and by way of country roads 
to Rosamond. There the riders 
received their second map from Jack 
and Clee McCormack and headed 
toward the old semi-ghost town of 
Randsburg which has all the nostalgia 
of the pioneer days. Then the riders 
had to pass through the first secret 
checkpoint at Ridgecrest, then went 
on to route #127 for their third 
checkpoint. 

Most spent their overnight stop in 
Las Vegas, but first had to follow their 
maps through Pahrump and be 
checked in at secret checkpoint 
number two where Bob and Barbara 
Blume were in charge of documenting 
the fact that the riders had indeed 
followed the prescribed route on 
reaching their destination. 

After a night in Las Vegas, some 
wide-awake, some sleepy-eyed, and 
most a little poorer, entrants crowded 
around the fourth checkpoint at the 
Las Vegas Harley-Davidson store 
where they received their next map. 
Then they navigated their way down 
to the engineering wonder of Boulder 
Dam, crossed the top of the dam while 
the hydro-electric turbines whirred 
away within. They labored up the 
road on the far side away from this 
man-made spectacle and on to the 
normally hot, but cool this time of the 
year, city of Needles. 

There they received their last map 
and found that they would finish at 
the all-new, spectacular Hutchins 
Harley-Davidson store in Yucca 
Valley, CA, where a grand opening 
was well underway. All were unaware 
that another secret checkpoint would 
intercept their ride at Amboy, 
population seven! Larry Castro and his 
crew of first-time checkers did a fine 
job of organizing this tiny desert 
community into an enveloped signing 
center. Then off through 29 Palms 
into the cool crisp air of Yucca Valley 
and the finish, where a special showing 
by the world famous Victor McLaglen 
Motor Corps provided thrills for the 
spectators, and $887 donation for the 
Yucca Valley High School Trojans. 
The Trojan Booster club was in charge 
of this event. Manning the finishing 
sign-in table were Eva and Louise 
again, keeping everything in perfect 
order. 

“So few who work so hard for so 
many,” is the slogan of the committee 
members who promise to keep search- 
ing the highways and biways of the 
southern California area for new roads 
for riders to explore on this ever 
popular tour of tours.

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“Jaws” Ingalls 
devours Sears 
AFM endurance 
race

SONOMA, CA, NOV. 18 

Berkeley's Mark Ingalls, riding 
without a partner, rode smooth 
and consistent to win the 1979 
AFM Sears Point endurance race 
on, of all things, a five-year-old 
Norton. “I told you I could do it!,” 
cried Mark, who was runnerup in the 
1978 version of the race. “My bike is a 
"74 850, though it has all kinds of parts 
in it. I built it myself,” said “Jaws” 
between gulps of apple juice. Ingalls 
had outlasted his opposition and had 
the added advantage of taking no pit 
stops while most of the field raced in 
teams. 


Ingalls (Aero Cycles/Champion 
Plugs/TT Motors/Berkely Yamaha) 
was far from the favorite at the begin- 
ning of the cold, blustery day of 
racing. Dennis Smith, Terry Newby 
and Kenny Farmer had brought a 
GS1000S Suzuki (Del Amo Suzuki/Bel 
Ray/ND); Newton Hildebrand and 
Kerry Bryant were on Newton“ Suzuki 
GS 1000 (NorCal Motorsports): Chuck 
Parme and Harry Klinzmann brought 
their self-sponsored Kaw, Gordy Seim 
and Jeff Little brought yet another

AMA Superbike (S&S Kaw Z-1) and 
Gennady Liubimsky and Steve Epstein 
were on Steve’s Hunt-prepared Suzuki 
GS. But they all had their problems. 
Smith/Newby/Farmer were plagued 
with a bad coil (“After we got it fixed 
it ran really well,” said Dennis) and 
Hildebrand/Bryant’s Suzuki blew an 
engine on Saturday and again just 
before the race Sunday after an all- 
night flog. Parme/Klinzmann had a 
list of problems a mile long: Gordy 
Seim got excited while leading the race 
and crashed and Liubimsky/ Epstein 
never got off the ground either. 
Furthermore, Epstein brought out his 
Honda CBX as a backup but it too 
blew up with Craig O'Connor at the 
controls. © 

The 410cc Yamaha of Doug Draper/ 
Glen Shoper/Dave Garoutte/John 
Williams (Smith Machine & Quandry/ 
DKG Frames/Kosman Spec/Castrol 
Oil/Harry Hunt/ Dunlop Tires/Berkeley 
Yamaha) looked like a good match 
against either Mike Baeder/Thad 
Wolff (Baeder Construction Yam RD 
350), Greg Sachs/Tom Chew (Redline/

Stabile (Stabile Yamaha 350), but all 
fell to Mike Braxton/Dwayne Chung 
on a self-sponsored RD 350. 

Frank Mazur and Rich Oliver 
teamed up to take second overall and 
first 750cc honors on Rich’s KZ 650 
(Kaw of Monterey/Torco/Trainer Tire- 
Lancaster, CA). The Parks/Parks/ 
Headley/Yamaha 500, sponsored by 
S&R Enterprises of Hayward, CA took 
top 550cc honors.

Heiberger King of 
the Hill at Argyll 
Park

DIXON, CA, NOV. 25 

Woodland Motorcycle Center 
and Argyll Promotions attracted 
a Capacity crowd to Argyll Park 
for a D-36 motocross. Many 
bonus trophies and contingency prizes 
were up for grabs plus an added treat 
at intermission; a King-of-the-hill 
challenge from Kawasaki rider Jeff 
Ward who made a special trip to 
Argyll just for that event. Jerome 
Heiberger, riding an Open class 
maico, won the challenge with Donnie 
Cantaloupi on a 1980 250cc Yamaha 
right behind the whole way. Ward 
motored across the finish line last. 


It seems an oversight has been made 
by those who give heavy sponsorship to 
riders able to carry a sponsors 
products first across the finish line in 
the fact that Dave Wood is still turning 
his own wrenches. Red Line Oil helps, 
but Dave's mechanical handiwork was 
good enough for a clean sweep of the 
Open Expert race, The only riders to 
stay in tow the first time out were 
Brian Jodry, Dan Turner and Jerome 
Heiberger. Heiberger went from a 
close fourth to a distant fourth when 
he slipped down briefly in a corner. 
Donnie Cantaloupi was still in the pits 
when the gate fell and worked 
hopelessly from behind. 


In the second moto it was Wood 
clearly ahead again with Cantaloupi 
(who started with everyone else this 
time) and Eric McKenna switching 
back and forth in the corners for 
second and third. At about mid-race 
Cantaloupi pulled off and DNF 
leaving third spot to Dean Wiggins 
until Dan Turner came by. Heiberger 
was fifth. 


The first moto of 250cc Experts 
belonged to Donnie Cantaloupi who 
got off the line first but took the turn 
wide and was relegated to third behind 
Heiberger and McKenna for a lap. 
Cantaloupi soon moved back into an 
unchallenged lead while Wood and 
Heiberger both fell and moved back to 
sixth and seventh places leaving 
McKenna in second and Allen Berluti 
in third. 

In the second moto Wood took the 
early lead, but Cantaloupi never let 
up. He became a serious threat to 
Wood during the last lap, even pulling 
up alongside, but Wood hung on to 
win. 

The 125cc Expert race turned into a 
tight contest between holeshooter 
Dana Waxham, Mike Preston, Scott 
Rebuck and Dan Turner. Whoever it 
is at Jorgy s Suzuki who is responsible 
for Preston's bike, he/she is, doing it 





right — in both motos it had what 
Preston needed to get in front of 
Waxham and win. In moto one 
Turner lost it on the steep downhill 
section, which put him out of 
contention, and Rebuck crossed the 
finish line a close third. 

In the second moto Preston made 
his move past Waxham into the lead a 
little earlier and Turner got ahead of 
Rebuck and pressed hard behind 
Waxham and Preston but just couldn't 
get by. 

David Schlosser was in front at the 
start of the 125cc Intermediates 
followed by Ed Minton and Jim Olson. 
The three of them pulled out a 
comfortable lead over the pack and by 
moto’s end it was Minton flying in 
front. In the second moto, Cory 
Cantaloupi and Jack Barton were in 
front of Minton off the line and 
Barton quickly got ahead of 
Cantaloupi to stay. They weren't 
waiting for Minton, but he didn’t need 
any charity nor could he be budged 
from third place, although Bob 
Leipelt gave it a good try. Minton 
earned first overall for his ride. 

In both motos of 125cc Novice 
Division One Matt Elkins came from a 
fourth place start to win. In each case, 
Mike Johnson was not of a mind to 
settle for second place and he almost 
didn't. 

For anyone who thought all 125s 
were yellow, the 125cc Novice Division 
Two provided a contradictory eye full. 
A red bike ridden by Eric Mashbir got 
the holeshot and led throughout the 
first moto followed by the yellow of 
Mike Holliday and the green of Rick 
DeCarlo. The second moto featured a 
similar color selection but the yellow 
was ridden by Ken Cummings who got 
the holeshot and led for several laps, 
DeCarlo's green bike fell to the back of 
the pack and Cummings did not 
finish. The two red bikes of Eric 
Mashbir and Steve Harper showed the 
way across the finish. 

125cc Novice Division Three was a 
double header score for Berkeley 
White who had to hustle to keep in 
front of Chris Lewis in moto one, but 
pulled far enough ahead in moto two 
to produce the illusion of clear sailing. 

Larry Coleman, 250ce 
Intermediate, had two first place 
finishes — the second one earned by a 
spectacular riding performance. Larry 
got the holeshot but he fell at the foot 
of spectator hill to remount in dead 
last on the first lap. To the delight and 
amazement of everyone watching, 
Larry proceeded to catch and pass 
every other rider in his race to cross the 
finish line first. A great show! 


Fifteen-year-old Jerry Cabral was 
undoubtedly the most satisfied 250cc 
Novice rider of the day. Due to the 
fact that it got too dark to ride, 
Dvision Two riders did not get a 
second moto — result: 24 unhappy 
riders. Jerry, in Division One, not only 
rode both motos but was riding his 
first ever 250cc race (he sold his 125) 
and picked enough of the right lines to 
score a pair of third place finishes. 
Consistency paid off and those two 
threes earned Jerry the first overall 
trophy. Want to try an Open bike next 
week, Jerry?

Dillon deluxe 
at Tri-State 100

MURPHY, ID, NOV. 11 

The Tri State Dirt 100 was 
originally scheduled to be held 
on the eastern border of Oregon 
in cooperation with another 
club in Ontario, OR. It was supposed 
to include three different 40 mile 
loops. Dirt Inc. M.C. approached the 
Oregon Motorcycle Riders Association 
and Utah Riders Association with their 
plan to pay desert points in three 
states. OMRA polled their members 
and got the okay and URA gave their 
approval. Dirt Inc. paid their sanction 
fee to SIDRA (Southern Idaho Desert 
Riders Association) and everything 
was set, until Dirt Inc. members voted 
to hold the race at Murphy, Idaho on 
a 30 mile course. For some reason 
(unknown to this reporter) Utah riders 
boycotted the event. Only two Utah 
riders (one of them Preston Gerber) 
showed up. Gerber dropped out 
during the race and posted a DNF. 

When we arrived at the race site on 
Saturday afternoon, the first thing we 
heard from fellow Oregon competitors 
was, “watch for sandwashes on the way 
to the smoke bomb.” This country is 
really different from central Oregon 
desert. The sage brush is tougher and 
usually has sand blown in around it — 
best to zig-zag around than to charge 
over the top. These guys weren't kid- 
ding about sandwashes either: four to six 
feet across, and up to two feet deep, you 
can't see them until you are on top of 
them. 

Sunday morning, what looked like a 
fair turnout for the race turned out to 
be only 138 riders. If Utah riders had 
showed, they might have made 200. 

Everyone was talking about the 
smoke bomb run and how slow they 
were going to go. The start was to be 
in two waves. First wave was everybody 
except “Old Duffers and Powder 
Puffers". My Suzuki PE 175 started 
first kick and I got off the line good. 
As soon as fear set in and I backed off, 
I got a look at the rear end of a lot of 
Idaho riders. They really bonzai this 
stuff, But, at the first sandwash, 
several riders were laying around, 
taking a break. This sandwash, only 
about half a mile out, was as far as 
some riders got. 

Before the race, some top Experts 
were discussing the best way to the 
bomb. Davie Bowne found that a 
road, although not a straight line, was 
the fast way to the bomb and Yamaha 
mounted Ron Dillon was close behind. 

Meanwhile, this reporter was back 
in the pack wondering how these guys, 
could ride this stuff so fast. Riding off 
the trail was good, as you could pass 
some of the slower riders, but there 
were no danger markings out there 





off the trail. And Idaho desert country 
has many surprises; mainly washouts. 

This was a fun desert course. 
Beautiful long sandwashes, some fun 
tight trails and some high speed roads. 
A very demanding course, but well 
marked. Danger marking was great, 
except for Oregon riders it was just the 
opposite. In Idaho, blue is for danger, 
while in Oregon it means turns. Idaho 
used yellow for turns and in Oregon 
yellow is danger. 

Oregon riders did well in this last 
points race for 1979. Also, some Idaho 
and Washington riders who belong to 
OMRA picked up some Oregon 
points. Ron Dillon (Yam), carrying 
Idaho number one 250cc Expert just 
tied up the number one plate for 
OMRA 250cc Expert by taking first 
250cc Expert and first overall in this 
first annual “Tri State Dirt 100.” Dan 
Muller, trying to duplicate his first 
overall recently at the “High Desert 
100,” ended up second overall and 
first Open Expert. Oregon rider Mark 
Dowers was third overall and second 
250cc Expert. Eighth overall was 
Richard McUne, all the way from 
central Washington. McUne was 
advanced to Expert prior to the High 
Desert 100 and is doing quite well in 
that class. 

This reporter is looking forward to 
the second annual “Tri State Dirt 
100”. As well as the club pulled of the 
first one, the next one should be great.

Dinky Denny enjoyed the lead 
for most of moto two but Runover Ron 
snatched it away from him for the last 
two laps. Jester Jerry ran second then 
third, but charging Varmit Vic got 
around him and finished third overall 
for the day. 

Bang Bang Bo Bo taught the 
Intermediates how to get holeshots. He 





bolted off the line and left them 
behind for three laps as new member 
Klark Kent few in his wake. There was 
a complete turn around of positions by 
lap four. Just Jim had worked up from 
seventh to capture the lead. Bang 
Bang hung onto second until Drafty 
Dennis, who'd also worked up from 
four back, slid past Bang Bang at the 
white flag. 

Drafty Dennis and Just Jim, the 
come-from-behind aces of moto one, 
got better starts in moto two for first 
and second respectively. Drafty held 
off Just Jim for two laps while Klark 
Kent and DeRailed DeWayne vied for 
third; DeRailed nailed it. 

Alkatraz Al led the Novices out of 
the gate and around the first turn, 
followed closely by Lean Lenny who 
captured the lead on the second lap. 
DeChicken DeWhite (the DeAnza high 
flyer) charged by Alkatraz half-way 
through the moto and finished second. 
Chisler Chuck squeezed by Alkatraz in 
the last lap and finished third. 

It was smooth sailing all the way for 
Lean Lenny in moto two. Dry-wall 
Dave came on strong for second with 
DeChickin taking third.

Cloutier in control 
at Winnemucca 
series final

WINNEMUCCA, NV, NOV. 4 
Maico mounted Jeff Cloutier 
aced both Open Pro motos at 
the Flying W’s Semi-Pro event 
ending their fall MX series — 
but it wasn’t easy. A dozen tough Pros 
turned out for the 150% payback 
money. Although a bit nippy for 
spectators, the cold damp weather was 
perfect for racing and the track was 
perfect for traction. Run backwards 
this time, the track was very fast: lots 
of fun as long as you stayed out of 
trouble and a big crash when you 
didn't. Cloutier grabbed the lead first 
moto, lost it to Conrad Stitser's KTM 
for a lap, repassed and pulled steadily 
away to win. Stitser came in a distant 
second while Darrol Brown boogied 
his radical Honda thumper through 
the field into third. 

In the second round, Cloutier took 
off again closely chased by series point 
lead Al McElroy (450 Mai) and Stitser. 
On the fourth lap Cloutier fell and was 
passed by both his pursuers. One more 
lap and McElroy took a turn at soil 
sampling, letting Stitser into the lead 
which he exploited to pull well away 
from the pack. Meanwhile, Cloutier 
recovered to make a thrilling drive and 
caught up to Stitser one lap before the 
end of the 30-minute moto. Cloutier 
got around Stitser after muscling him 
into a bank on a hilltop turn and went 
on to win. Mike Cole, riding a Husky 
fooler painted all red to look like a 
Honda, worked his way up from the 
pack to get by Darrol Brown into 
third. Overall Cloutier scored 1-1 for 
first Open Pro, Stitser 2-2 for second, 
and Brown 3-4 for third. 

The 250cc Pro field was decimated 
by crashes and breakdowns. Only two 
riders, Bob Krah (Kaw) and Tony 
Berluti (Yam), first and second 
respectively, finished both motos. It

was just as bad with the 125cc Pros; 
two of three starters finished. Derrick 
Personette and Steve Montague 
brought their Suzukis home in that 
order of finish. 

All the Intermediate classes shared 
the same motos. Brian Butler (Yam) 
led wire to wire first moto and 
overcame a poor start in the second 
moto for first Open Intermediate 
overall honors. Leonard Hornbarger 
rode his brother's 450 Maico 2-2 for 
second overall and Chester 
Martinmaas’ Suzuki four-stroke made 
third. 

In the 250cc class Mark Hildebrand 
(Mai) really tore off a strip winning his 
first moto second overall among the 
Open class bikes. Jerry Canonic started 
the second moto action by leading for 
a lap until he dumped. Rodd 
Lighthouse (whose Honda had chain 
problems first moto) took the lead 
mementarily until passed in mid-air by 
Hildebrand. The two 250’s led the 
whole pack for five laps until 
Lighthouse lost his chain again and 
Hildebrand's machine slowed to a 
crawl. Even so, Hildebrand finished 
one lap up on Lighthouse for first 
250cc Intermediate. Mark Levrett ran 


away with the 125ccs, aceing both — 


motos on his Yamaha. 

Five minutes after the end of the 
last. moto rain, hail and snow 
bombarded the crowd and everybody 
adjoured to the Winners Inn Casino 
for the trophy presentation. A drawing 
for a new KX 250 was won by Open 
Novice rider Lonnie See. The series 
was his first try at motocross and after 
this bit of luck he is one dedicated 
racer. A special thanks to McGee 
Enterprises and the business 
community of Winnemucca who help 
to make Flying Ws events such 
successes. e

Sayers Trans-USA

SAN ANTONIO, TX, NOV. 11 

Contrary to all the printed race 
schedules this year, there was a 
Trans-USA motocross in Texas. 
Although the “Rhinestone Cow- 
boy", Kent Howerton, had already 
clinched the Trans-USA points title 
the previous weekend in the last 
scheduled (and official) race, he 
added a pair of firsts at "the 
“unofficial” San Antonio round to 
continue his hot, winning ways. 

With the list of Pros that showed up 
(Howerton, Myerscough, Kudalski 
and Stutts) and the riders who were 
expected but didn’t show (Stackable, 
Wize, and Pizzitola) the impressive 
lineup could have been that of a 
Trans-USA event. Brian Myerscough 
is relocating to San Antonio where he 
can conveniently practice all year 
round with fellow team Suzuki rider, 
Kent Howerton. Don Kudalski is 
visiting friends and preparing for the 
rlorida Series by training and racing 
in Texas aboard a 250 Yamaha. 


The 250cc/Open Expert first moto 
start belonged to Kent Howerton as he 
put the Open Suzuki sideways to make 
the first turn. Joe Davis (C-A) had the 
inside line off the start but got the 
door closed on him by David Stutts 
(Yam). Joey Balcom (Hus), Brian 
Myerscough and Don “Killer” 
Kudalski trailed Howerton through 
the first turn. 

On the first. lap the Rhinestone 
Cowboy laid out the format for his race 
day as he pulled out a big lead. 
Howerton never looked at the back of 
another rider's jersey unless he was 
lapping the rider. Stutts followed 
through Howerton's already-settling 
dust cloud while Balcom and 


Myerscough screwed their throttles to 
the stops and white-knuckled it down 
the finish line straightaway, one 
daring the other to shut off last into 
the turn. Myerscough won the dare as 


he took over third place. “Killer” 


Kudalski, Neill Cooper (Hon), Kevin 
Horton (Suz), Mike Bradshaw (Hus) 
and Charlie Martin (KTM) rounded 
out the top nine frontrunners on the 
first lap. 

Myerscough began encroaching on 
Stutts early and was on his back fender 
on lap two. By this time Kudalski was 
pushing Balcom for fourth and 
Horton was threatening Cooper for 
sixth. “Passing” was the key word for 
the rest of that lap as Stutts, Balcom 
and Cooper were overtaken. As 
Howerton led, the top ten positions 
remained unchanged ’till “Killer” pulled 
into the pits with a broken rear hub. 

By mid-moto Howerton began 
lapping riders ‘till only Myerscough 
and Stutts were on the same lap at the 
finish. Horton slapped a pass on 
Balcom around the midpoint of the 
moto and they held on to finish fourth 
and fifth respectively. 

Howerton was fast and smooth into 
and out of turn one on the second 
moto 250cc/Open Expert start. Doug 
Paley (Hon), Joe Davis (C-A), 
Myerscough and Stutts were rounding 
the turn behind Howerton when a 
little too much throttle spit Paley on 
his ear in the sand. Everyone got 
around the downed Paley without a 
catastrophe and Paley got up in sole 
possession of last place. 


With a borrowed rear wheel 
assembly, Kudalski copped second 
place and put three seconds on 
Myerscough, who led Stutts by another 
five seconds; Joe Davis, Martin, 
Cooper, Cardwell, Balcom and Billy 
Harrison (Hon) filled out the top ten 
spots on lap one. Davis dropped out of 
the picture and Howerton continued 
to lead. At mid-moto Kudalski held 
four seconds on Myerscough and 
seemed to have a secure second place 
in this moto 'till he stalled his engine 


with too much rear brake, allowing 





Kevin Wagoner was geared to win. 


Myerscough to pass. Kudalski was 
unable to reel in the speeding 
Myerscough and had to settle for a 
second moto finishing order of 
Howerton, Myerscough, Kudalski, 
Stutts and Charlie Martin. Howerton, 
Myerscough and Stutts got 1-2-3- 
overall, followed. by Horton and 
Martin. 

The 250cc and Open Intermediates 
ran together although they were 
scored separately. San Antonio rider 
Jeff Frazier cleaned up in the 250cc 
Intermediate class with a pair of well 
earned firsts aboard a CR250 Honda. 
After earning a second place in the 
first moto, Jeff Ellis (C-A) was chasing 
Kyle Powell (Mai) (the Open Inter- 
mediate leader) in the second moto. 
Both riders came flying over a high 
speed jump; Ellis’ back wheel kept 
climbing and he landed in a front 
wheel hand stand that sent him over 
the bars and tumbling down the track. 
One of the hairiest get-offs seen in a 
long time put Ellis out of the trophy 
list. Fortunately he didn’t get his name 
on an ambulance list, as he wasn't 
seriously hurt. Powell continued on, 
(the bikes never touched) finishing 2-1 
for the Open Intermediate overall win. 

Since Bob Hannah broke his leg 
while waterskiing, it seems. to have 
become fashionable for motocrossers 
to get injured outside of the sport. A 
football injury sidelined the “Bandera 
Bandit”, Bryan Taylor, with a broken 
leg. Reports have it that the 
80cc/100/125 Moto X Fox/Yamaha 
MX ace will have to sit out about 
six weeks. Heal fast, Bryan!

Frightening apathy 

Damn it, I'm mad and the subject of 
my anger is not the BLM but 
something much more threatening to 
the future of off-road motorcycling. 

If you. haven't guessed what I’m 
talking about, I'll lay it out straight: 
it’s rider apathy. After deciding to get 
involved, and sending some bucks to 
the Duck, I attended the Hungry 
Valley planning meeting held by the 
State Parks and Recreation 
Department. To my amazement and 
frustration, I found a nearly empty 
auditorium. with a small audience 
containing about 15 other dirt bike 
riders besides myself, and some four- 
wheel-drive club representatives. Out 
of the thousands of dirt bike riders in 
L.A. county, only 16 had the initiative 
and concern to attend a meeting 
which will have a profound effect on 
the future of state-owned riding areas 
around Los Angeles. The level of 
apathy is frightening. 

If the low turnout wasn't bad 
enough by itself, then some of the 
riders’ comments made it even worse. 
The presentation by members of the 
State Parks and Recreation 
Department was very well planned and 
professionally conducted. Two of the 
members had gone through the 
trouble of learning to ride just so that 
they could gain the perspective of 
those they are attempting to serve, and 
readily admitted that they enjoyed the 
entire experience. 

After showing the proposed plan for 
the park, which will encompass 
approximately 30 square miles, the 
meeting was turned over to questions 
from the audience. When the subject 
of user fees came up, the reaction from 
the audience was utterly amazing. 
Most of those present stated flatly that 
if entrance fees were imposed they 
would not use the park. Period. I was 
startled. 

The State Parks Department 
members outlined the fee structure at 
Hollister Hills, which currently 
involves a $1.50 per towing vehicle fee, 
a $1 per day use fee per motorcycle, 
and a $2 per night camping fee. 
Compared to Saddleback or Indian 
Dunes, or even the Department's non- 
ORV parks, this fee schedule seemed 
quite reasonable, but I was in the 
minority. Most of those present felt 
that any fees at all were unreasonable, 
a stand which caught the Parks 
Department members completely off 


guard. 

The State Parks Department is 
putting forth a fine effort to set up 
a workable OHV park at Hungry Valley 
in order to guarantee L.A. county dirt 
riders a place to ride in the future. So 
what do they get in return? They get a 
slap in the face from riders with 
thousands of dollars worth af 
eguipment who dont want to pay a 
reasonable use fee. If this is the way 
dirt riders are going to act, then the 
Sierra Club can forget about us: we 
are going to do ourselves in.

Joining Jack Penton's True-Sport 
Development Company enduro 
squad, the Team Kawasaki effort 
for 1980, are ISDT riders Ted 
Leimbach, Kevin Lavoie, and Jeff 
Hill. The fifth man is a 19-year-old 
hare scrambles rider from Lorain, 
OH (where True-Sport is located) 
named Mark Hyde. Dane Leimbach 
will assume chief mechanic duties 
at True-Sport as well as ride AMA 
Two-Day Qualifiers on a modified 
KX125 motocross bike. Assisting 
Dane will be Mark Dodd. 


The new green team will have their 
work cut out for them, however, since 
1980 seems to be the year of the total 
Japanese factory enduro effort.In 
addition to Honda and Suzuki-backed 
riders, Team Yamaha will be getting 
into the act on a professional level. 
Racing Manager Ken Clark has 
assumed the task of forming a three- 
faceted off-road effort for Yamaha, 
and he plans to hire riders for SCORE, 
ISDT and National Enduro 
competition. No one has signed, yet, 
but Clark has talked with Dick 
Burleson and iťs rumored that Larry 
Roeseler may get a contract. Pierre 
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Karsmakers, an R&D motocross 
expert for Yamaha has also been 
considered for a slot on the off-road 
squad. “We're going to do whatever it 
takes to win,” Clark stated. “Second 
place in racing is like second place in a 
gunfight.” 


And then there’s the top level Pro 
Stock and Top Fuel drag racer 
who flunked his written test for his 
motorcycle license. We were 
asked by. the R.C. Engineering 
people not to inform on their 
general manager, so we won't 
mention any names. (OK, Terry?) 


Papa talked with Craig Vetter last 
week, and it turns out that the Mystery 


Ship — Vetter's version of the ulti- 
mate  performance-oriented street 
machine — will be produced. 


Originally introduced last spring in a 
Cycle News exclusive, the Mystery Ship 
plans fell through when Vetter Fairing 
Company refused to let him manu- 
facture the machine, claiming rights 
to the design due to the agreement 
under which they’d purchased the 
company from Vetter. “That litiga- 
tion is now over,” Vetter announced 
happily in the conversation. They'll 
produce a very limited number of 
the ultra-high quality, super expensive 
bikes. How much will they cost? “At 
least $10,000,” Vetter replied. 


Next year starts off with a bang: 
Both the Seattle Supercross event 
and the Houston AMA/Winston 
Pro races run on the Feb. 8-10 
weekend. It’s gonna take two Papa 
Wealeys to keep up with next 
year’s schedule!

Hot streak cont

CARLSBAD, CA, DEC. 1 


Trans-USA MX Series Champion and, more 
recently, winner of the Triplecrown of Moto- 


cross, Texan Kent Howerton added another 


notch to his “gun handle” — a works Suzuki 


motocross machine — at the in- 
augural edition of The Super- 
bikers. A fitting end to a late- 
1979 winning streak, Howerton’s 
victory put smiles on wife Jill, 
mechanic Greg Arnette and Suzuki 
team manager Mark Blackwell’s faces. 

“Motocrossers are better!” Jill 
declared, and if results tell the tale, 
she’s right. 

Team Kawasaki MX riders Jimmy 
Weinert and Jeff Ward joined Kent on 
the three-level victory podium at the 
completion of the 12-lap main event. 

“No guff, we're just too tough!” 
grinned Weinert. “They built the 
track for them, and we still beat "em!" 

Top non-MXer, fourth place, went 
to the privateer of the year, AMA 
Grand National/Winston Pro Champ 
Steve Eklund. A third Kawasaki 


motocross rider, Warren Reid, showed: . 


his abilities in his first ride with Team 
Green by taking fifth after crashing 
while racing with Howerton for the 
lead. 

The Superbikers, an entirely new 
concept intended to match the best 
motorcycle racers in all the various 
facets of the sports, must be judged as 
successful. The first running of the 
new event naturally caught everyone 
unprepared — the ideally set-up 
motorcycle did not exist. But the 
combined talents of the motocrossers’ 
stamina and riding skill along with 
their full factory machinery 
preparation proved to be the winning 
elements. 

“Next year...” said many of the 
privateer dirt track and road race 
contestants. : 

Before the race, motocrossers 
complained that the two-mile course, 
1.1 miles of pavement and 0.9 miles of 
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Warren Reid rockets through the turn as the field hits the dirt. Hakan Carlqvist (F 


smoothly graded dirt, favored the 
Winston Pro Series riders. 

“We're completely out of our 
element,” Kent Howerton said after 
his first day of practice on the course. 
“They're used to riding this type of 
track all the time; we're not!” 

Indeed, the track was extremely fast 
by motocross standards. Average 
speeds approached 60 mph. Knobby 
tires were discarded in favor of various 
dirt track treads for the paved and 
graded sections. No motocross terrain 
was used at all. 


And yet, when initial practice was: 


over, it was Howerton on. his 
lightweight two-stroke motocrosser 
and Mike Kidd on his 750cc four- 
stroke twin TT bike that were cutting 
fastest times. Two entirely different 
motorcycles and two entirely different 
riding backgrounds. 

In the end, if any inequality existed, 
it fell in favor of the motocrossers who 
had the facilities to test and convert 
their motocross machines into Super- 
bikers machines the quickest. Works 
MXers quickly sprouted front wheel 
disc brakes, donned Goodyear DT-II 
tires, squatted closer to the ground 
and developed more high-speed 
muscle at the hands of the factory 
mechanics. 


The Superbikers program mimicked 
a standard AMA heat/elimination for- 
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mat with a few notable deviations. 
Three World Champions — Kenny 
Roberts, Hakan Carlqvist and Peter 
Collins — were automatically seeded 
into the main event. As it turned out, 
Roberts crashed in a practice session, 
injured his shoulder and opted not to 
race. Both Carlqvist and Collins fell in 
the main event, although neither was 
running near the front at the time. 

Riders were divided into three 
divisions: Road racers, dirt trackers 
and motocrossers. Each division ran a 
five-lap heat race where only the 
winner qualified for the main event. 
The rest transferred to two more heat 
races where the top five qualified. 
Finally, those remaining raced a 
semifinal where the top nine made the 
cut for a total of 25 in the main event, 

The whole program was filmed by 
ABC Wide World of Sports for a mid- 
April air date planned. Heavyweight 
motorsport commentators Jim McKay, 
Jackie Stewart and Chris Economaki 
were an indication of the importance 
ABC placed on the event. 

The elimination program got off to 
an inauspicous start as only four road 
racers gridded for their heat: Freddie 
Spencer, Eddie Lawson, Dave Aldana 
and Dave Emde. That number was 
quickly reduced to. three as Spencer, 
the leader on the opening lap, 
dropped out immediately after hitting | 
the dirt section. 3

“I fell a half lap into the race!” 
Freddie exclaimed later, “They didn’t 
tell us they'd watered the track!” 

Aldana took over when Spencer 
bailed, but just before they reached 
pavement again, he crashed, too. He 
remounted quickly, but now Lawson 
had the lead with Emde in second. 

Lawson looked like a sure winner 
until his bike quit three laps later. 

“I was coming up the hill, and she 
just locked up,” Lawson said of his 
500cc four-stroke single. 

From then on, it was Emde’s race. 
Aldana played for a while, doing 
wheelies down the drag strip 
straightaway for the ABC cameras but 
dropped out before the end. Emde, 
the only finisher, transferred to the 
main event. 

Heat two, the dirt trackers, 
promised far more action. Jim Filice 
led Rick Hocking and Dennis Briggs 
through the first half lap, but by the 
second time around, Hocking had 
pushed out in front. Jeff Haney 
guickly worked up to overtake Filice 
and Briggs for second, but right on his 
heels was Mike Kidd. 


Kidd followed Haney past Filice, 
then" moved into second behind 
Hocking. Hocking and Kidd put on a 
spectacular show until Kidďs 750cc 
twin showed more speed on a downhill 
paved straight, and Mike took over. | 


s 





At the flag, it was Kidd over 
Hocking. Scott Pearson moved into 
third with Alex Jorgensen and Rod 
Spencer in tow. Only Kidd 
transferred. 

Warren Reid shot off the line to 
lead the motocross heat through the 
first turn with Jeff Ward, Kent 
Howerton, Jimmy Weinert and Mike 
Bell close behind. Ward took over, just 
edging past to lead Reid at the end of 
lap two, but close on their heels was an 
impatient Kent Howerton. By the end 
of lap two, Howerton had the lead, 
leaving the two Team Green members 
to fight for second place. j 

Howerton held on to win the heat 
and transfer to the main. Second 
through fifth went to Reid, Ward, 
Weinert and Steve Wise. 

Now, riders of all forms of racing 
were combined in two elimination 
heats. Rick Hocking led Warren Reid 
and Jimmy Weinert at the start of the 
first race, but: “I spun out right in the 
lead!” Hocking remounted and 
completed lap one in 12th place. And 
he wasn’t giving up yet! 

Reid and Weinert were bumping 
elbows for the lead; Weinert passed on 
the road section on lap one, but Reid 
got him back only seconds later. 

The two Team Kawasaki riders 
continued to dice for the lead as, at 
the end of lap two, Eddie Lawson (now 
riding a 750cc twin), Alex Jorgensen,

On the third lap, Eddie Lawson fell 
on a tricky paved right-hander. 

“I went in a little too hot and had to 
lean it over a little too much,” he 


shrugged later, bruised but not 
broken. “Sorry Shell,” he apologized 
to the owner of the second bike he'd 
broken that day. Shell Thuet, builder 
of the bike Kenny Roberts had crashed 
during practice, suffered an expensive 
weekend at The Superbikers. 

In Roberts case — he crashed in the 
same turn that claimed Lawson — a 
shock mounting bolt had failed at the 
critical moment that Roberts pitched 
the bike into the turn. 

Alex Jorgensen, right behind 
Lawson when he crashed, did an 
admirable job of missing both rider 
and bike. 

At the halfway mark, four laps, 
Reid still led Weinert by the narrowest 
of margins. the two staging a very 
exciting pass-and-repass show for the 
crowd. Jeff Haney held third, but 
Mike Bell and, incredibly, Rick 
Hocking were pushing to pass. 

By the time the checkered flag came 
out, Reid had managed to hold off 
Weinert for a win. Both Bell and 
Hocking had passed Haney by lap six, 
but then Bell stepped off. He restarted 
quickly and managed to recover to 
fourth place behind a long-gone Rick 
Hocking in third. Fifth and final 








transfer spot went to Dennis Briggs 
when Haney suddenly dropped to 
eighth. 

The second of the two combined 
elimination heats saw Scott Pearson 
lead the opening lap. Following at the 
end of lap one were Rod Spencer, 
Steve Eklund, Steve Wise, Jeff Ward, 
Dave Aldana and Ted Boody. Wise 
moved in to challenge Eklund, passing 
him on lap two after some close 
racing, 

At the halfway point, Jeff Ward had 
gotten around Eklund, Wise and 
Spencer into second place. Wise also 
overtook Spencer for third, but 
Eklund was having bike problems. 

“It started missing real bad, then 
stopped,” Steve told tuner Craig 
Fillmer later. Fillmer found the 
problem, a faulty condenser, and 
replaced it for the semifinal. 


By the sixth lap, the top four places 
were settled. Pearson had the lead over 
Ward, Wise and Aldana. But the 
battle for the final transfer spot went 
right down to the wire between Ted 
Boody and John Hateley. Boody got 
the nod, Hateley got to try again in the 
semifinal. 

Aldana’s finish line wheelie turned 
joy to embarrassment as he stepped off 
the back, sliding along and putting 
some new scuff marks on the seat of his 
leathers:

In the final qualifying race, with 
Roberts out, the organizers decided to 
transfer 10 riders instead of nine to 
make a 25-rider final event. Jeff Haney 
grabbed the holeshot, but John 
Hateley passed on the opening lap 
with Steve Eklund close behind. 
Eklund tried to take the lead from 
Hateley, but “Little John” shut the 
door. Finally, Eklund outbraked 
Hateley at the end of the dragstrip 
straightaway and took the lead at the 
end of lap three. From then on, it was 
Eklund’s ballgame as he extended his 
lead to the finish line. 


Hateley apparently stepped off in 
the dirt section at about the halfway 
point when he suddenly dropped from 
second to seventh place behind 
Eklund, Haney, Jorgensen, Danny 
Chandler, Larry Roeseler and Jim 
Filice. He managed to pass Filice for 
sixth at the finish line. Tony 
DiStefano, Mike Bast and Rob 
Morrison completed the top 10 
transfer spots. 


Final 

The start of the final event — the 25 
best riders of the day — was lime green 
as Warren Reid and Jeff Ward put 
their Kawasakis at the head of the 
pack. Mike Kidd held third on his 
750cc Triumph with Weinert's 








Kawasaki and Howerton’s Suzuki close 
behind. Eklund’s TT500 playbike held 
sixth place as Hocking, Carlqvist, 
Wise and Aldana completed the top 
10 on the opening half lap. 

Carlqvist crashed and dropped out, 
leaving only Peter Collins to represent 
the seeded World Champions. And 
Collins rode near the back of the pack, 
out of contention for anything. 

By lap two, Mike Kidd had run into 
problems of his own: “The Texan 
chose the wrong front tire!” Kidd 
confessed later. “The track dried out, 
so I put on a Pirelli. I should have used 
a DT-II. 1 out-tricked myself” 

Kidd's front end washed out while 
he was riding third, and he crashed, 
breaking the shift lever. 

Reid looked great out in front with 
Ward close behind on another 
Kawasaki. But the Rhinestone Cowboy 
was already on the move. In third, 
ahead of Weinert and Eklund, 
Howerton set his sights on the leaders 
and dialed “win.” His lap times dipped 
into the 2:00 range as he first picked 
off Ward near the halfway point, then 
began to reel in Reid. 

Finally, Howerton moved in behind 
the Kawasaki rider and passed for the 
lead on the pavement section. But 
Reid wasn't done! Warren repassed in 
the dirt.

As the two jockeyed for the win, 
Reid's tire eventually made the 
difference. 

As they approached the right-hand 
turn that had claimed Roberts, Lawson 
and others, Warren laid it over and 
just kept on sliding off through the 
haybales. 

“I ran out of tread. There's a 
smooth ring all the way around the 
tirel I think those tires were made to 
only go left,” Reid joked later as he 
received attention to his injuries. “Just 
road rash. I'll stick to the dirt, man!” 
he grinned. 

Amazingly enough, he remounted 
to finish fifth! 


With Reid off his back, Howerton 
had the win wrapped up barring any 
mistakes, and he made none. Weinert 
had passed Ward at around the same 
time Howerton first attacked Reid, 
and The Jammer held his secure 
second place. Jeff Ward finished third, 
making it three motocrossers in the 
winner's circle and two Kawasakis 
after the winning Suzuki. 


Steve Eklund put in the best non- 
MX ride of the day after finally getting 
his machine sorted out. “It’s been a 
long day!” Craig Fillmer said later. 
Hed been up most of the night 
working on Eklunď s bike. 





Reid finished fifth ahead of Team 
Honda's Steve Wise, Honda XR500- 
mounted Dave Aldana, Can-Am 
mounted Alex Jorgensen, Team 
Honda's Jeff Haney and Maico rider 
Danny Chandler. 

Howerton’s only problem came 
when he and Reid were racing in the 
dirt section. His transmission refused 
to shift temporarily, sticking in fourth 
gear, and that's when Reid repassed. 

Other than that, only the modifica- 
tions, particularly the tire change 
caught the Rhinestone Cowboys 
attention: “To me it feels like driving a 
car with real wide tires in the rain.” 


Howerton's share of the purse 
($5,000) plus contingencies ($5,000 
from Champion Spark Plugs and 
$1,000 from Oury Grips) put an extra 
$11,000 in his pocket. 


“Plus, although it's not part of the 
contract, I think maybe Suzuki will 
find some bonus money, too,” Team 
Manager Blackwell said. e

The season ended and a new AMA Grand National Champion was 
crowned — a young man from San Jose, California, riding a 
Harley-Davidson. Steve Eklund? No, this was exactly 25 years ago, 
and the man was Joe Leonard, one of the most versatile competitors 
our sport has ever seen. 


A natural born racer, Leonard’s 
two-wheeled exploits spanned a 
decade before he switched to cars. 
Then he scored in midgets, modifieds, 
stocks, Championship cars, Indy 
cars, and twice became USAC 
National Auto Racing Champion 
before a severe foot injury forced his 
retirement. He is the only man ever 
to win National Championships on 
two wheels and four. 

Monetarily, however, there is no 
comparison between Leonard’s and 
Eklund’s motorcycle racing accom- 
plishments. Eklund gained $26,000 
in points fund money alone during 
1979, while the most Leonard ever 
earned as National Number One was 


$11,000 to $12,000 a season. “You 
have to consider it a hobby,” he said 
at the time. 

Since money obviously wasn’t the 
incentive, let’s see exactly what it was 
that propelled Leonard to three 
hard-fought Grand National Cham- 
pionship titles. É 

Joe Leonard's professional motor- 
cycle racing career began at the 
age of 15, in 1950. In those days, 
California racers had broken away 
from the AMA and formed their own 
organization, the California Racing 
Association. It was under CRA juris- 
diction that the champion-to-be re- 
ceived his Novice number (21x) and 
ran his first race — a half-mile dirt 





track event at Corona, California, on 
an Indian Scout. 

“It was an old bike that Bobby 
Hill was supposed to have ridden,” 
says Joe. “Sort of like the Leonard/ 
Tom Sifton Harleys that kept 
turning up 10 years later.” 

He raced the machine three times 
and all three times the crankpin 
broke. But he soon switched to BSA 
and began to run at Carrell Speed- 
way in Gardena, California, progress- 
ing to Amateur No. 98x in three 
months. No waiting around for a 
full season to advance back then. 

The competition at Carrell Speed- 
way’s dirt half-mile was formidable 
indeed. “Jimmy Phillips, National 


Number 8, was my idol,” says Joe. 
Among the top-runners were Bert 
Brundage, later an AMA Regional 
Referee, Floyd Emde, father of 
Daytona-winning Don Emde, Bud 
Hogan, Bobby Turner, and Johnny 
Gibson. “They were the hotdogs of 
those days." 


As Leonard recalls the memorable 
points of his motorcycle racing 
career, iťs interesting to note that 
the victories are acknowledged, but 
the defeats are even more vivid. Iťs 
as if, for him, winning is the natural 
state. 

So, since this is Joe’s story, let’s 
hear it in his words... 





I used to get tremendous starts, but 
the bike didn’t have any steam. I had 
switched to BSA for a very nice guy 
and a hard worker, but he didn’t have 
the financial backing. 

About the second or third night I 
fell, and that’s when I learned a good 
lesson. Bobby Turner came along and 


put a big tiremark up my back, and I 
couldn’t wait to beat him. But that 
didn’t come for a year. Between races I 
was home in San Diego, and I crashed 
doing a wheelie on a Whizzer, and got 
a serious concussion. So that ended my 
1950 season after seven or eight races. 

The next year, 1951, the AMA took 
over from’ the CRA, and there I was, 


fully recovered and without a ride. I 
watched National Number One Larry 
Headrick, Charlie West and Kenny 
Eggers battle it out and dominate the 
races on these northern California 
Tom Sifton-tuned Harley-Davidsons. 

That's when fate stepped in for the 
first time. I took off and ran away 
from home. 





I went with my so-called “manager” 
George Maletich, leaving Guy 
Urquhart, the San Diego Triumph/ 
Ariel dealer that Td been working and 
riding sporting events for, supposedly 
for bigger and better things: the 
promise from San Francisco dealer 
Frank Servetti of a brand-new 
Triumph Trophy model- that- -I'd 





dreamed of for three or four years. 

When we arrived in San Francisco, 
my “manager” and I, Servetti, not 
knowing me from Adam and not 
believing anybody else, had arranged 
for me to ride a customers cherry 
bike. 

But Harold Emmick was Servetti's 
tuner, and little did I know at the time 
that I'd be racing Harold's two sons, 
Ron and Gray, years later. 

So, getting back to fate again, the 
first night out I ran very well. It was at 
Belmont, California, a fast quarter- 
mile. It was a single groove track but 
everything I'd ever learned told me to 
diamond it off, go outside, and dive 
under. 

In the main, I passed seven guys on 
the outside before I got to Larry 
Headrick and the real battle began. 
He was trackwise. I never could get 
quite far enough around him. Then 
all of a sudden I was ahead, and that’s 
when I became very impressed with 
Headrick. He kept brushing my leg. 
Every time I'd try to square off and 
pinch him, here would come that big 
Harley front wheel... and I finally got 
a second. 

Naturally, the Triumph dealer who'd 
promised me the motorcycle was will- 
ing to build two of them now. They 
took a brand-new bike — it was nice, 
silver — took the lights off, put the 
cams in, geared it, broke it in and had 
it ready for next Friday night. 

Of course all the well-wishers wre 
great. They'd say, like “Don’t pass on 
the outside; it’s not the smart way to 
get around the place.” And being at 
the vigorous age of 16, I was saying, 
“Yes, yes, I understand.” But I had my 
own ideas as to what side I was going 
to pass on. 

After the first night’s running they 
handicapped you by your finish. We 
started side by side, nine men on big 
bikes on a quarter-mile track about 25 
feet wide. And every row was hard. 

I never will forget the great cham- 
pion Headrick before the start 
of the main event. We had each won 
our heats and I had beat him in the 
trophy dash. He looked over just 
before the flag and kinda winked at 
me as if to say, “Everything’s gonna be 
okay.” 

At 16, I probably couldn’t analyze 
what he meant, and actually there 
wasn't time anyhow. But I took it as a 
reassuring gesture that we were gonna 
have a good battle and may the best 
man win. 

So the flag dropped and we all 
dashed away. In jockeying for position 
I found a hole and shot up to around 
third or fourth and on the next lap 
moved up to second. 

Then we had a caution flag and 
coming around the corner I saw about 
three bikes lying on the track. They 
stopped us because there on the track 
lay the Number One rider with a 
broken leg. 

Then we restarted and I won the 
race, but felt that it was a rather 
hollow victory even though I was 
running against all the good guys and 
it was a tough circuit — Shorty 
Tomkins, Paul Albrecht, George 
Cooper, the McAfee brothers, Charlie 
West and Kenny Eggers. 


I could see that on the bigger tracks 
the Harley was superior, horsepower- 
wise, and I felt that with Headrick out 
it would be worth the chance. I went 
down and talked to him about riding 
one of his motors on the mile. He was 
agreeable because he was in a cast and 
needed some money. 


Looking back on my career I made 
the right move for sure as I won every 
Amateur event I was in all over the U.S. 
— starting with Bay Meadows, San Jose 
mile, Springfield where I set a record 
that stood for five or six years, all the 
races...until the end of the season. 

Then I tangled with this tough little 








Texan, Albert Gunter. Before he blew 
at Shreveport, Louisiana he really did 
a good job, and then we went to 
Texarkana, Texas. For the first time I 
was worried about a new rider beating 
me. It was unusual after all the 
victories. 

So I was really hanging it out even 
though it was one of those backyard 
three-star events, and I didn’t realize I 
had a commanding lead on Albert's 
Triumph with the hog. 

I don’t know fully what happened to 
this day, I remember starting to slide 
down. It was just when we were 
coming around with the sun right in 
our eyes and a rough track. The last 
thing I remember was picking it up 
when it caught a rut, and over the 
high side I went. That’s explanation in 
itself, 

So I proceeded home like a beaten 
dog, with my tail between my legs and 
enough points to make Expert. 

By this time Larry Headrick had 
decided to retire from active competi- 
tion, leaving two berths with Tom 
Sifton for Kenny Eggers and me for 
the "52 season. Tom Sifton, “the 
Northern Calfiornia Great White 


Father" they used to call him, has 
contributed so many National Cham- 
pions to racing — Jim Young, Sam 
Arena, Larry Headrick, Al Rudy, 
Kenny Eggers, Charlie West and yours 
truly. 

And this was with the gentleman’s 


agreement that Eggers would have the 
best equipment and I would have 
second best. Second best in that stable 
was far better than anything else I 
could get, and I figured I could make 
up the difference. 

As it happened, that year we were 
doing a lot of experimenting with cam 
action and had numerous blowups 
while leading several important races 
— like Del Mar, and leading at 
Portland. ; 

It was turning into a hectic first-year 
Expert season. Not winning a National 
title yet, I was becoming rather... 
what would you call it? Not nervous. 
Not agitated. Aggravated, I guess. 
In racing that season, though, one 
major thing happened that was to 
open the history book for Joe Leonard 
and motorcycle racing. 

Being a young kid in San Diego, I'd 
watched a lot of auto racing and had 
been impressed with such greats as Bill 
Vukovich, Sr., Johnny Parsons, Walt 
Faulkner, Johnny Mantz, Frank 
Brewer, Manuel Ayulo and Cal Niday. 
Seeing those guys and wanting to be 
like them someday, the thought 
occurred to me about switching from 
bikes to autos at that early stage of the 
game. But I decided on really 
pursuing the motorcycle career. 

We raced a few local races and 
Kenny Eggers became very upset 
because I beat him regularly. He even 
went as far as to moan to numerous

“People, which in turn got back to 


Great White Father. And Tom, being 
a real sportsman and honest gentle- 
man, naturally didn't approve of this. 
So he talked to Kenny, and Kenny 
decided to find another stable. 

Which as you can see was very good 
for me in moving up to getting the 
number one equipment. Funny how 
fate is. 

Nineteen fifty-three it was. I didn’t 
go back East to the first Nationals — 
speaking of Charity Newsies and a few 
of those half-miles, Virginia and 
Pennsylvania. But my first big 
National event was Bay Meadows, 
California and I won that very 
handily, with all that horsepower. 
Wed finally gotten the right cam 
profiles and had about a horse or so on 
the field. 

I went on and won four National 
Championships that year. But I 
didn’t receive the Number One 
because at Springfield, in bidding for 
the win against Al Gunter, Everett 
Brashear and Bill Tuman, an ill-fated 
rock hit my spark plug wire and 
knocked me out. I finished fourth. 

And the AMA at that time was 
giving the National Number One away 
to the man who won Springfield, 
Illinois, one race, the 25-mile National 
Championship. Which was rather un- 
fair. So the AMA decided in 1954 it 
would be on a points basis. 

We'd had a fairly good year, 
though, and I was over-elated at 
finally winning a Championship. .. four 
to be exact. 

We started out 1954 and boy, every- 
thing was excellent — winning eight 
National Championship titles, setting 
numerous records over the country 
and winning the Number One title for 
the first time. 

In 1955 we ran into a few 
mechanical failures, only winning 
three National Championships as I 
recall, and after eight that seemed 
rather a suppressing year. Brad 
Andres had bought my 1954 motor- 
cycle and won the Number One title 
on my year-old bike. 


In 1956 we got all geared up to go 
and I regained my title. I won. . . lemme 
see, how many championships? Two or 
three, I believe, that year. 

I started out 1957 and I had been 
trying to win Daytona Beach since 
1954. It took me four years, and I was 
up with the front-runners Ed Kretz, 
Sr. and Paul Goldsmith. The three of 
us had a blanket race for two years 
until they dropped out or I dropped 
out and someone else won. 

In 1957 I took off and won by a 
rather large margin. I was battling 
with Al Gunter and it was a see-saw 
until the pit stop. Charlie West and I 
had planned ahead and knew that this 
could be an advantage. I didn’t stop 
for water or any fooling around. I 
stopped merely for five and a half 
gallons of fuel and two quick quarts of 
oil, which took a total time of nine or 
10 seconds. Against Albert's 28-second 
stop you can see what position this put 
me in. 

I then proceeded on to victory, 
lapping all but Albert. Lapping third 
place, which I believe was Gene 
Thiessen. So I was very happy. I'd 
finally won the big one. 

Oh yeah, I went from Sifton to 
Charlie West in 1957. I forgot to put 
that in. And Charlie and me was hot. 
We...uh, jeez, you know that’s a long 
time. I don’t exactly remember how 
many titles 1 won — 27 in my career, 
but we'd have to look in the records to 
see how many I won that year. I think 
it was four. 

Then this fellow Carrol Resweber 
came along, in 58, and he was doing 
quite well. In fact, he'd done quite 
well in "57 as an Amateur. 

And I had negotiated about this 
time with the great Troy, Ruttman,

and was scheduled to go back to 
Indianapolis as a flunky of one sort or 
another. This, I feel, would have been 
the proper time for me to switch to 
cars. It would have been a little more 
advantageous than 1964 because I feel 
I would have had a six-year jump on 
the situation. 

I had always in the back of my mind 
wanted to be a great car driver, but 
this motorcycle thing fascinated me. 
And with all the progress — although 
it being unlucrative, very unlucrative 
— I was overhwelmed by the amount 
of self-satisfaction I received from 
victory. 

So I thought, well, I'll run a couple 
little short tracks at Belmont and 
make a little spending money. And go 
back to Indy with Troy Ruttman and 
J.C. Agajanian. But fate was against 
me this time 100-percent. I crashed 
the second night and broke my leg and 
shoulder. Sustained about the worst 
accident I had in my career. 

This made the 1958 season look 
bleak. I had a leg that the doctors said 
would not bend. It took a lot of will- 
power and help from my old friend 
Larry Headrick, who used to sit on my 
rump and rub the back of my leg and 
stretch it, and we'd stretch it and 
stretch it. 

I had a couple of battles with the 
doctors and they said, no another cast, 
another cast. This had happened 
April 15, and six weeks later I decided 
to be my own doctor. I cut off my cast, 
and this was a mistake because my leg 
was very skinny and very weak. 

Then this other doctor put another 
cast on and that lasted three more 
weeks and I said the hell with it. I 
could slide my whole hand down 
between the leg and the cast. 

So I took it off and started rubbing 
it and just lying around the house and 
slighting bending it. And I finally got 
mad and grabbed a cane and took off. 
But the joint wasn’t quite set up and 
the leg wound up about an eighth-inch 
shorter than the other one — a little 
bowed, too. 

July slid by and I watched my bike 
being ridden by Don Hawley, who led 
the San Jose National until the last 
lap. Everett Breashear outfoxed him 
and went by, and I think Resweber slid 
by too. Don got a third after leading to 
the last corner, which was very sad 
because it was just a miscalculation. 
He should have won. 

I told Charlie I'd be ready to go the 
first week of August. Still limping 
around on my cane, being a little ap- 
prehensive about not having ridden, I 
told Charlie to get her ready and we'd 
hit Sturgis, South Dakota and maybe 
Norton, Kansas before Springfield. 
Because as you can see I hadn't 
gathered up any National points yet, 
other than the win at Daytona. 


I got ready and went to Sturgis, and 
the first day out you'll never guess 
what happened. I won the main event, 
and was very happy — back in the 
swing of things. The second day I 
think I ran second, so I was pleased 
with my performance. I'd still get off 
the bike and hobble around on a cane, 
but the leg was sufficient for shifting 
and getting underway.and continuing. 

So we headed for Springfield. We 
took off and had a close battle with 
Resweber, Brashear, Dick Klamfoth 
and...oh, incidentally, they had ex- 
tended the 25-mile National to 50 
miles by now, so it was really a test. 
And I finally won it. 

Anyway, I was doing fairly well 
against the boys and catching up in 
the points. I finally gathered up 
enough to where we were going to the 
Peoria TT, and Resweber had a slight 
edge on me in points the last two races 
of the season. 

I'd always shined at Peoria. I always 
liked the track. The first year there I 
won one National Championship, and

Leonard's last road race National came in 1961, the 100-miler at Laconia 


which he won in spectacular fashion. 


“We headed for Springfield and | had a see-saw battle with Brashear and 
Klamfoth.” Respected rivals Everett Brashear (25) and Dick Klamfoth (2) 
figured in some of Leonard’s toughest conflicts. 
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in '54 I won both of them — the 45 
class and the 80. So this boiled down 
to what he would do. He hadn't been 
riding TTs very much and wasn't too 
good. 

I got third in the 45 event but I had 
a Sportster for the 80 event, and 
Peoria is a real test, as anyone knows 
who's been there. Practice on both 
motors, heat races on both motors and 
then two 14-lap main events. A 45 in 
those days was just about as heavy as 
an 80 and just about as fast. So my 
work was cut out. 

We took off and I was leading, but 
along towards the end I started getting 
a little tired and my fellow Californian, 
Dick Dorresteyn, who was back at 
Peoria for the first time, was moving 
up on his Triumph. 

The way the points were, if I won 
the 80 I'd get the National Number 
One and if I got second or back I'd 
lagers Se 


On the last lap he came around the 
outside and I saw his shadow. I 
thought, well, maybe if I drift I can 
beat him to the flag with that 
Sportster. But his shadow was more or 
less an optional illusion. As I drifted 
wide he slipped under me and beat me 
by about two feet to the line. And that 
cost me the Number One title for 
1958. 

Naturally, I was rather dejected 
after missing part of the season, just 
getting rolling the last half — and 
then blowing a chance to swoop off 
with the title again. 

And had I known this Resweber 
would come into his.own so strong the 
next year I would have been extra sad. 
But I thought, well, tally ho the fox, 
we'll be after him next year — another 
year, new season, whole new deal. 

Now, after this many years of 
campaigning I was not quite as 
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confirmed believer, and any champion 
will agree with me in any field, that 
once your interest starts slipping it isn’t 
necessarily you, physically, or this 
“getting old” as some news people put 
it. 

I maintain that if you keep yourself 
physically fit and mentally fit, there’s 
no barrier on the age limit. To justify 
my statement, look at the late great 
Don Branson, or Tony Bettenhausen, 
or Rodger Ward. Just start naming 
them, and you're speaking of men all 
well into their forties who, as the last 
season of their running, still being 
enthused, and still being physically fit, 
were just as tough as nails. And the 
records speak for themselves. 

But like I said, when you lose your 
enthusiasm, that's when you get old. 
It's not a matter of seeing a guy go up 
and go down because eventually you 
all will. Well, just look how long I 
lasted, for instance. From 1951 to 
1961. 

So I was runnerup to Resweber 
that year, 1958. In 1959 I'd quit 
Charlie West and joined Monte Miller. 
I didn’t even get a smell of a National 
that year, and 1960 I think I ran 
second, 

And I think that was the year a 
litttle red-headed boy from up around 
my hometown, Dick Mann...or was 
that '63? Well, hell, everybody knows 
Bugs' deal, so there's no point going 
into that. 

Anyway, this is '61, and becoming 
more unenthused each event and each 
week I kept thinking about this car 
situation — racing automobiles. Even 
mentioned it to several friends I had, 
J.C. Agajanian and a few people like 
that, but never did seem to get a 
nibble. 

Finally I put all my energies together 
and went up to Laconia, New Hamp- 
shire with a really unorthodox bike. I 
figured out a tire combination and 
gear ratio combination and rake and 
trail and whatnot, and won the event 
very handily, lapping the great 
Number One Resweber at roughly 89 
miles. Just to show "em the old 
warhorse had a little bit of fire left. 

Then I ended up the '61 season 
second in the point standings, feeling 
thoroughly that I'd had enough of 
motorycle racing. It had been gnawing 
at me. So I decided to quit. 

In 62 I met Tim Witham, an old 
friend of mine who'd built several 
winning bikes way back in the early 
Fifties. We started talking and he 
decided to build a Triumph. And a 
Triumph being my first love, I decided 
to ride it. We decided to run one 
event, the Sacramento mile, and we 
didn’t practice or anything. 

It took me a little bit in practice to 
get in the groove and then we led the 


race — all the boys had traveled all 


over the country and we led — until 
that flat tire put me out. So I said 
“Tim I quit,” and that was the only 
event I raced all year. Never even rode 
a street bike, mind you. 

Then '63 came along and Tim says 
“Let's have another whack at that,” so 
I says “Okay.” We decided we'd hit 
Springfield and then hit Sacramento 
— just two miles. We wanted to prove 
that a big fella, because I was rather 
big in stature, could still beat those 
little 130-pound jockeys. 

It was about 12 pounds per horse, 
roughly, so you're speaking of three or 
four or five horse when it gets down 
there. I got to 160 and that was as slim 
as I could get. I looked like death 
warmed over then. My natural 
weighťs about 180 — six foot and a 
half-inch. 

So you could see my job was cut out. 
We never practiced or nothing. We 
built the bike and we ran a rather poor 
fourth at Springfield that year, "63. 
Had oil pump problems and the 
engine didn't run good, so we went 








through it- and got ready for 
Sacramento, 

We ran second in time trials but we 
changed the gear and won the heat, 
and then we won the main event...no, 
we were leading the main event and an 
oil line slipped off and a rod broke. 
That was it. 

But we'd proved a point, because 
everybody figured we were done and I 
think anybody who witnessed that race 
knew who should have won it. 

And if not...well, we didn’t prove 
our point, 2
